1, It has been recently reported to this headquarters that Alek- 
sandras LILEIKIS, born on 10 June 1907, wa6 the chief of the political 
Lithuanian Security Police in VILNA during the German occupation, and 
that he wets possibly connected with the shooting of Jews in VILNA. He 
is presently living as a Lithuanian DP in UNRRA Camp #6, BAMBERG. 

2. A check of the lists of wanted war criminals available to this 
headquarters has failed to reveal any record of the subject; however, it 
is considered possible that he may be wanted because of his former acti- 
vities . 


3. It is requested that a check be mads to determine if the subjeot 
is wanted as a war criminal, and that this headquarters be notified of the 
results of this check.
